Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant emphasized that the optical detection means was 
operable to measure the amplitude of a detected harmonic of the modulation frequency of the optical signal in order to 
determine the curvature experienced by the waveguide curavature sensing device, which is not present in the Hubner 
et al. reference relied upon in the rejection dated October 17, 2006. As such, the examiner agreed to withdraw the 
rejection for claim 23 and its dependent claims. The applicant agreed to file an after final amentment to overcome 
objections to claims 31 and 32 as discussed as well. 
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
